The Rock River Farmers club conven­ 
ed iu regular semi-monthly session at the 
club room in Dixon on Wednesday after­ 
noon, a goodly number of the club being 
present. 
The meeting was called to or­ 
der by the President when tho Secretary 
read the proceedings of the last meeting. 
The President having received two pam­ 
phlets from the secretary of the Central 
New York Farmers’ Club, of Utica, one 
containing three short essays prepared 
and read by three members of the club at 
its meeting held last March on the subject 
for discussion. “ Fertilizers and how to 
apply them. 
The other being a treaties 
on “ Ecouomic grasses and the formation 
of permanent meadows and pastures.” 
Extracts from which were read for the 
edification of the club. 
The President 
then called on J . Buffet to lead in the 
discussion of the question proposed at 
the last meeting: “ What is the best man 
ner of preparing the ground and the best 
mode of culture for potatoes? ” and in re 
sponse Mr. Buffet gave his views at length 
on the manner of preparing the ground 
and the cultivation and care of potatoes, 
and was followed by Henry Uhl and oth­ 
ers; all advocating the application of 
reasonable quantily of well rotted manure 
to be plowed in; shallow in the fall and 
replowed deeper in the spring so as to sc 
cure a thorough incorporation of the man­ 
ure with the soil; pulverizing well with 
the harrow, and furrowing deeply wheth­ 
er plautiug in hill or drills, placing the 
furrows about three feet distant from 
each other; planting early, not using too 
much seed, and giving good cultivation 
by horse power. 
The Secretary advoca­ 
ted the pulling of weeds by band when 
found growing among the potato tops, 
and the free use of the hoc as an impor­ 
tant factor in the cultivation of potatoes; 
not for the purpose of mounding up 
around the tops, but rather for forming a 
concave or basin around the bill for the 
purpose of conveying rain and moisture 
diiectly to the tubers.

W a sh in g to n C ity, May 1 0 .-ln response 
to a letter from S e c ta r y Mosely, of the in­ 
ter-state commerce commission, asking for

Information as to the necessity for granting 
certain railroads in the state of Michigan re­ 
lief from the operation of the fourth section 
of the inter-state law, in order that they may 
be able to meet water competition at certain 
points, Deputy Railroad Commissioner Ran­ 
som, of Michigan, writes: 
‘‘Heretofore there has seemed to be but lit­ 
tle active competition between the railroad 
companies and the vessel Interests during the 
season of navigation. 
The latter have fixed 
the rate« and the railroads came to them if 
they obtained any of the traffic. 
Whether 
there has been very much in it besides the in­ 
creased volum^ of tonnage to the credit of 
the 
general 
frpight 
agents 
is 
very 
doubtful. 
The inter-state traffic from water 
points in Michigan is limited largely to forest 
products and Salt on the lower {lenius'jla and 
to forest and mineral products in the upper. , 
Whenever thiwe ¡» roducLs can find shipping 
points by water, the vessel rates will take the 
larger portion of the business, in all cases 
where railroad companies are com piled to 
maintain rates l>ased upon the “ haul” clause 
of the inter-state act. 
Under these conditions 
the vessel rate would be just enough lower 
than the rate by rail to prevent the companies 
taking any portion of the traffic, but still 
largely above what the rate would be were 
the haul clause suspended at lake points and 
the railroad companies placed in position to 
compete for a share of the traffic successfully. 
It is evident, I think, that the comj>aiuos do 
not intend reducing local rates for the pur­ 
pose of enabling them to do a through busi­ 
ness in competition with water competition. 
If, therefore, you suspend the operation of the 
long-haul rule at lake points I can not see how 
such action would do inside local points an in­ 
justice, and it would certainly give the ship­ 
pers at lake competing points a better rate 
than they could secure were the vessels given 
a practical monopoly of the trade by a strict 
application of the rule. 
In the general interest of our people I would 
say suspend the rule during the season of 
navigation and enforce it while navigation is 
closed. 
Did the question only involve the 
carriage of freights in transit through our 
state from outside points, we should not favor 
the suspension of the rule in favor of the rail­ 
road companies, but in the interest of our 
coastwise trade we think the iron-clad appli­ 
cation of the law should be waived during the 
season of navigation.
